Ix almost every branch of knowledge, 
tho great mastors aro easily pointed 
out, tnd universally acknowledged. Tn 
scicnce, difforences may sometimes nriso 
1s to tho right to claim the honour of 
‘& great discovery; and two savans 
fing at a distance, and without cor- 
respondence or concert, have frequently 
lightod upon the samo ‘fact or observed 
the operation of the samo law, simul- 
taneously. Still such incidents are o: 
ceptions, and usually the chief authori- 
ties in tho learned world meot rondy 
recognition. At the preseat moment, 
it might bo fairly predicated that a 
dozen qualified mon, if called upon to 
namo tho best schoinrs in England or 
Germany, would mention th mine 
sons, Tho lonrned in the ancient lan- 
‘guages are known and classed. Thero 
might be somo difference of opinion 
about the position in which the names 
should stand, but though the order 
might bo debated, the names would 
scarcely be disputable. 
elt Cine, bowerer thin rule doo not 
good.’ ‘Though ovory schoolboy 
knows the namaee of the ‘Seven Sages 
of Greece, there are not n dozen men in 
the Celestial Empire who would agree 
as to the names of our Soven Greatest, 
Sinologaes. A. competent Hebrow 
scholar will 
ment, of tho Oxford Regi 
of Divinity, or of Mons. Renan, in that 
ancient language; the names of the 
foromost Latinists would bo selected 
easily; Persian and Arnbie scholars have 
their peculiar and unchallenged places. 
but no signolgno whom wo havo over 
met, frankly and uncquivocally admits 
the "merits of another sinologue, Hi 
will concede that he has a eortain faci- 
lity in reading tho writton character: 
bbnt will immediately question his 
ficioney in the tones. Ho will accord 
hhim praise on the one band as a fluent 
speaker, but will dash the oulogy five 
minutes after itis uttored, by a criticism 
on his pronunciation, 

Now, it may bo worth while tonotico 
the causes and tho effects of this cari 
phenomenon. ‘The eauses aro not dit 
calt to find. Our knowledge of China, 
after all, is slender. Oar knowledge of 
he Chinese Iangange, in too many caver, 
defective and equivocal. Tho earliost 
‘and most esteemed amongst tho Sino- 
logues, to whom wo owe our grammars 
and dictionaries and phrase books, 
worked under great—we had almost 
writtoninerediblo—disadvantages. That 
‘order and system in education which 
is the result of experience, and which 
wo find in largo colleges with many 
masters, was unknown to tho pioncors 
of Chinore scholarship.

Tris gratifying to havo to record the sue- 
cenaful eomnplotion of at Teast ono under 
taking, commenced in the days of Shanghai 
prosperity, and carried out through » period 
‘of almost unexampled depression. Yowter- 
ay, with all the pomp and eoromoninl a= 
‘cognised by the emfton stich occasion 
now Mayonie Hall which has been ervctod 
fon the Bund, waa formally opened by the 
Provincial Grand Master of Chinn, and 
Aodticated to the purposes. of Freemasonry. 
‘This handsome building which haw 
been nearly two years in course of erec- 
tion, has beon built entirely out of funde 
subscribed by the Lodges working, in 
Shanghai, under the English const

it in erected, has cost nearly ‘Ts 40,000, 
‘The idea of erecting a Masonic Hall more 
worthy of the eraft than the old building 
in Canton Road, in which its mystic core

by Mx. Clark, but being found too expensive 
to bo carried’ into exccution as first pro- 
posed, tho original drawings and speciica- 
tion wore handod over to Mr. Kidnor, in 
consequence of Mr. Clarke's approaching, 
Aeparturo from Shanghai, with instruct 
to mako tho modifications necessary 
reduco tho cost of tho building to tho sum 
at tho disposal of tho committee, Now 
plans and specifications wore accordingly 
propared which showed a difforoneo of 
7,000 tacls in the estimates, at tho same 
timo preserving tho integrity of Mr. 
Clarke's work as far as posniblo ; tho altora- 
tions consisting chiefly in a reduction of 
the siza of tho back portion of the buiding 
containing the Lodgo and Public Hall and 
the omission of joinct’s work, plastering, 
‘and other finishings to the ground floor. 
‘Accontract was then ontured into with 
‘tho well known contractor Wy-yuen-choong, 
for tho erection of tho building wndor tho 
direction of Mr. Kidnor, according to the 
‘amended plans and specifications, for 33,000 
tacls, oxclusiveZof the cost of laying on 
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Ges, tho purchaso of Grates, Chimney- 
‘pieces and Gasfittings, all of which wero 
‘0 bo provided by tho committee. This, 
‘together with architects’ commission and 
other expenses, have mado up the totat 
outlay on account of the building to about 
98,500 tacls. ‘Tho works were commenced 
‘on the Ist of April 1866. 

‘Tho stylo of the architecture is Italian, 
"Tho facade to the Bund is divided by 
fattachod columns into soven bays, having 
Gouble columns at the angles. Tt consists 
cof n rusticated basoment supporting two 
lofty Ionic and Corinthian orders. A ro- 
ccensed Portico occupies tho three centre 
Days of the lower order, and "large double 
flight of ‘tops leading up to it forms the 
public ‘approach to the building. ‘The 
windows have projecting balconies and are 
-vory dooply receaged. Thoto to the lower 
story have segmental heads, springing a 
Tittle above the impo 
‘upper story semiciroulnr heads with small 
ccolunms set in the angles of tho reveals. 
Extra height is gnined by introducing a. 
very deep frieze in the superior entabla- 
ture, which is pi 
‘openings and enriched with festoons of 
fruit and flowers. ‘The festoons, however, 
aro not’aufliciently bold in design, and con- 
‘soqniently look’ rather skinny ” at such an 
‘elevation. ‘Th whole is surmounted by an 
open balustrade,,the entire height being 66 
foot, 

‘The front portion of the building con- 
tains three stories and the block at the back 
only two, the total height of which s equal 
to that of the threo storied part. 

‘The ground floor contains the kitchen 
rervante' rooms and cellars. At the back is 
‘the public hall, now used as a gyninastins, 
measuring 80 feet by 40 and 30 feet high. 
‘As before stated, all this part of the build- 

1 is Toft in the rough, to bo finished at 
some future timo. 


‘The first loor contains a Vestibule 17 fect 
‘square, two rooms facing the Bund origin- 
ally intended for Reading Rooms, each 
23 foot by 21, anda Library 80 feet 6 inches, 
dy 28 foot 6 inches ; a wide corridor con- 
necte the Library, Servant's Lobby and 
‘Veatibulo with the grand staireaso, whieh 
‘occupies a space on the South side 22 foct 
{6 inches square, open the full height of the 
tivo atories, having a coffered ceiling rest- 
ing on an entablature.supported by Corin- 
thian pilastors, Light is obtained from 
tho contre of tho coiling, which is slightly 
coved and glazed, The Lavatory and 
Water-Closota are entered from a landing 
half way up the principal stairesso which 
ronilers them convenient of access from 
Voth floors, 

On tho second story is the Banqueting 
Hnll, G1 foot by 23 and 23 fect high, 
which is by far tho handsomest room 
in tho building. Tt facos tho Bund and 
‘occupies tho entire width of tho front, 
‘The eciling is coved and tichly worked with 
mouldings and pioreod omaments. ‘There 
‘re two largo fireplaces in tho ond walls, 
and ample ventilation is provided by means 
‘of the opon-work in the ceiling. ‘The 
windows command an excellent view of 
tho river, Adjoining this rom are the 
Servants stairense and lift, 

‘the whole of the 
indi, therefore, 
‘the samo sizo as tho Public Hall, 60 fect 
dy 40, It hin an open wood roof stained 
ana varnished, with the apaces botween the 
principal timbers plastered. ‘The height 
from tho floor to the tie-beams is 20 feet, 
id to the apex 42 feet, ‘The sills of ‘the 
jows aro raised considerable height 
above the floor and carried! up with semi 
cireulnr heads into suall gables in the 
roof. At night the lodyo will be lighted 
by 8 gusnliors of 6 bumers exch, suspended. 
from thoroof. Six fro places are provided 
‘with grates cloverly contrivud with. sliding 
doors to shut off the firw when it is noces- 
sary to darken the lodge. ‘Tho Dais” is 
rocossed 7 foot boyond the end wall, and 
raised three stops ubovo the general love. 
‘The walla aro otectively panelled, and the 
tluor ie painted to an appropriate’ pattern 








































































‘The organ gallery is constructed over the 
entrance lobbies, and is ascended by s.mall 
stairease from the body of the lodge. 

‘Whilst recognising many admirablo fea- 
tures, and acknowledging that this is in 
many respects avery fine room, wo arc, 
nevertheless, of opinion, that it ia the least 
satisfactory part of the building, considering 
its importance. ‘The general proportion is 
rnatorally affected by want of height, which 
could have been avoided to n great extent 
by making the lovel of the floor coincident | 
with that of tho Banquetting Hall and 
Corvidor. This would have added four 
feet to the height of the Lodge, and reduced 
‘that of the Public Hall, which is now unne- 
cessarily lofty. Moreover, tho inconveni- 
fence of ascending the flight of stairs con- 
neeting the Lodge with the front rooms 
would hare been dono away with. And, 
we are further of opinion that the Lodge 
‘would have been much handsomer without 
the open roof at all, but merely coved 
similarly to the Banqueting Hall. Theopen 
roof des not accord with any other part of 
the interior, and necessitates the steep 
pitch which’ makes the ridgo of thi roof 

wer than tho others, and gives to the 
exterior gonerally the appearance of an 
audition made to the front block, in a differ- 
‘ent style of architecture. 

In connection with the Lodge are the 
preparation room, eandidates' waiting room, 
cloak room, and Tyler's room, all conveni- 
ently arranged. Gas. is laid’ all over the
